Based on ia recent survey 
-of children's eating habits 
and nutritional needs done 
by the U.S. Dept. of 
Agriculture, rules governing 
lunch programs at both 
grade and high schools will 
be "changed, and will go into 
affect starting next fall. 

The survey found that 
meal and portion sizes at in- 
dividual schools should be 
tailored after the eating 
habits of children.

Heartworm disease in 
dogs con be curbed 
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A recent study which 
shows heartworm disease 
among dogs in Illinois in- 
dicates that it can be brought 
under control if owners 
make sure their companion 
animals are properly treated 
according to Jack Noyes, the 
Illinois State Veterinary 
Medical Assn. heartworm 
committee chairman. 

A study by the Lafte.Coun- 
ty Health Dept. shows that 
the number of positively 
tested animals, with hear- 
tworm' disease has declined 
steadily over the past seven 
yoars. In 1973, the per- 
centage of positively tested 
animals was 5.3 with a total 
of 14, 109 dogs probed. 

In 1979, the total probed 
jumped to 23, 187 but those 
discovered to be positively 
infected by heartworm 
disease declined to 0.9 per- 
cent. 

in a breakdown by towns 
in the Lake County vicinity, 
Antioch places third behind 
Mundelein' and Grayslake 
with positively detected 
heartworm disease. Out of 22 
towns and a total of 23,187 
dogs tested, Antioch shows a 
1.5 percentage of heartworm 
infected dogs. Mundeleints 
percentage is the highest 
-with 3.4, while Grayslake 
shows 1.5. 

The dieadly heartworm, of- 
ten fatal to dogs, is tran- 
smitted into the animal's 
bloodstream by mosquitoes. . 
The microscopic larvae 
(baby heartworms) even- 



tually make their way to the 
heart (it may take as long as 
six months) where they may 
grow to be six to 12 inches- 
long with a diameter about 
the size of the lead in a pen- 
cil. Heartworm disease 
sevrely damages the lungs, 
liver and kidneys in addition 
to the heart. 

Symptoms of heartworm 
include difficult breathing, 
rough hair coat, Jistlessness 
and coughing. "If the 
disease is unchecked, 
coughing wiir intensify and 
the dog may cough up blood. 
-Once it reaches that stage, it 
is usually too late for treat- 
ment, , and death niay 
follow," Dr. Noyes said. 

The best treatment for 
heartworm disease is 
preventive medicine, Dr. 
Noyes advised. "Ask your 
veterinarian if it is 
necessary to place your dog 
on preventive medication. It 
should be started at the 
beginning of the mosquito 
season and' continued until 
two months ajfter mosquito' 
season is over. 

"Even if a dog lives in a 
low incidence^ heartworm 
area, it's a good idea to 
protect your pet when you 
are vacationing in summer 
lake regions or winter 
southern areas," Dr. Noyes 
cautioned. 

Heartworm disease can 
usually be effectively 
tfeated if detected early 
enough by injecting a 
solution into the bloodstream 
. which kills the adult worm.
